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U.S9. Withdraws Combat 
Aircraff Based on Taiwan 


WASHINGTON 一 The United 
States has quiety removed its last 
combat aircraft based in Taiwan 
and .plans to cut the size of the re- 
imaining military force there by 30 
ber cent to 2,800 men by the end of 
Jne，according to State Depart- 
ment officials quoted last week. 

The bhase-out is taking place in 
conformity with the pledge made by 
the United States to Peking during 
ftormer President Richard Nixon's 
journey to China in February，1972. 


OBJECTIVE 

In the Shanghai communique is- 
sued at the close of that visit，the 
United States said its“ultimate ob- 
jective” was the withdrawal of all 
American forces and- the closing of 
all military installations on Taiwan. 

“In the meantime, it will progres- 

Sively reduce its forces and militatry 
installations-on Taiwan as the ten- 
sion in the area diminishes,”the 
communique Said 

At that time there were about 
9,000 to 10,000 U.S. military per- 
sonnel on Taiwan. 

The numiber of Americati bersoia- 
nel in Taiwan has remained at 4,300 
to 3,000 i recent months. 

The decision to cut the total of 


American forces to 2,800 indicated ， 
the officials said, that plans are go- 
ing ahead. The United States still 
wanted ，over the long run, to with- 
draw all of its military contingent. 


SIGNAL 

This was obyiously meant as 3 
further signal tc Peking that Presi- 
dent Ford intends to keep Nixon's 
commitments . 

According to a report in THjpe New 
York Tinmzes, the Peking leaders are 
believed to have shown moderation 
following the American setbacks in 
Vietnam and Cambodia, and are re- 
ported to haye counseled North 开 o- 
rea to act with restraint and not try 
to unify Korea by military means. 


But President Ford has stressed 
On Several 0occasions in recent 
months that the United States in- 
tended to live Up to its treaty com- 
mitment with Taiwan just as with 
other Asian states.

Teng Says China May Use 
Force for Taiwan Rule 


PEKING 一 China will probably 
have to Use force to regain the 
island of Taiwan, deputy premier 
Teng Hsiao-ping told a group of 
touring American newspaper edi- 

tors last week. 

Michael O'Neill of the New 
York Daily News reported Teng 
also said China would welcome a 
Visit by President Ford later this 
year but indicated there would 
not be much business to transact. 

The 71-year-old Temg spent a 
freewheeling two-hour session 
with the 17 editors，O"'Neill said. 
He- spoke on the record，but did 
not allow direct quotes. 

O'Neill reported that Teng said 
China would try peaceful means 
to regain Taiwan but would prob- 
ably have to use force. Teng of- 
fered the analogy of dust on a 
和 oor and asked 这 the dust could 
be removed without using 8a 
broom. 

COLLECTIVE 

Teng told the editors that col- 
jective leadership is likely in the 
post-Mao future，He said that 
Mao's principle of “Three in 
One” was being applied at all 
levels of the society. He ex- 
plained that “Three in One” 
meant joint decision-making by 
the elderly, the middle-aged, and 
the young. He specifically said 
that this would be true at the 

，highest level when Mao dies,， 

He said that the subject of suc- 
cession is oflcontinual concern to 
the Central Committee of the 
Chinese Communist Party but he 


also said rumors about the Chi- 
nese leaders'" failing health have 
been overstated. 
FULL TIES 

Teng said that China will con- 
sider establishing full diplomatic 
relations with the United States 
only 让 Washington agrees to re- 
duce its embassy in Taipei to the 
level of a_ commercial exchange 
office. The downgrading of the 
U.S. 了 Embassy in Taipei into a 
liaison office would not be con- 
sidered by Peking as sufficient 
grounds to clear the way for com- 
plete diplomatic ties with the 
United States. 


The Chinese deputy premier 
reportedly told the newsmen that 
it was incorrect to cal him 
China's No. 3, noting that“I am 
just the man who does some work 
for Chairman Mao and Premier 
Chou,…

The visa bulletin is crucial for 
persons who wish to become per- 
manent residents of the United 
States because such persons can- 
not file applications for adjust- 


ment of their statuses in the 
country, nor can they file applica- 
tions for immigrant visas with 
U.S. consular offices abroad un- 
less the visa bulletin indicates 
that immigrant visas are avail- 
able to them. 

The June Bulletin indicates 
that for persons born in China， 
immigrant visa numbers are cuUr- 
rently available in only the first 
(unmarried sons and daughters 
of U.S，citizens) and second

WASHINGTON 一 The United 
States Congress voted June 4 to 
extend the Voting Rights Act for 
ten years and to expand its cover- 
age to protect Spanish-speaking 
and other minority groups dis- 
criminated against because they 
do not speak English . 

The 1965 act would have ex- 
pired ip August The new bill 
makes permanent the suspension 
of the voter jliteracy test. 

Sections of the current bil 
expanding coverage to minorities 
provide that registration forms 
and ballots must be provided in 
the language understood in cities 
and counties where Asian Ameri- 
cans,， American Indians，Alaskan 
natives and Spanish Americans 


constitute over five per cent of 
the population . 

In effect, it would require that 
San Francisco election ballots 
and voting pamphlets be printed 
in English, Spanish，Chinese and 
possibly Tagalog，the main Fili- 
pino language. The 1970 census 
showed that 15 per cent of the 
San Francisco “population was 
Chinese-speaking. 


Washington officials said San 
Francisco and Honolulu are the 
only two counties in the country 
where Asian Americans make Up 
Inore than five per cent of the 
popularion，according to Joseph 
Albright of the San Francisco 
Chronicle.

The visa office bulletin also in-

Previously，immigrant visa 
numbers were available for per- 
sons who_ qualified for the first 
preference category.

It means that the many 
stereotyped myths about Asian 
people perpetuated throughout 
the years are the legacy of these 
latest immigrants. 

These myths have，for ex- 
ample, made it easy for the U.S$. 
government to .drop two atomic 
bombs on Japan，to wage the 
Korean and Vietnamese wars， 
and to imprison 110,000 Japanese 
Americans during the years 1942- 
46 in a“legal” fashion.

The children will grow up 
and will be apprehensive of asso- 
ciating with other Asians; they 
will have become “white- 
washed'… in more ways than one. 

The older Vietnamese refugees 
will be scattered thbhroughout the 
country，This _ scattering means 
that 过 will be more difficult for 
them to maintain their culture as 
they jlive in isolated pockets. 
Their basic problem will multiply 
and become magnified and ac- 
centuated. 

In either case, America 一 in her 
benevolent way 一 will again have

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Timeless Beaufty

As a Chinese who has lived in the United States for more than a quarter- 
century, I am pleased to see the archaeologicai exhibition from Mainiand 
China in.this country, and, of course, particularly in 玉 ansas City. In spite 
ofthe fact that there are deliberate, Unnecessary and perhaps unavoidable 
political and commetcial overtones, the exhibition itself, which was meant 
to introduce and communicate to the people of other countries the ancient 
Chinese history and culture; has kept politics and propaganda to a low 
level: There seems to be more politics involved outside the Nelson Art Gal- 
lery than inside it. 

The arrangements and the lighting ofthe displayed art objects and arti- 
facts, after having been shown in many cities and Europe and in America， 
have been repeatedly modified and improved so that the public can view 
these displays in an orderly and eye-catching manner, The displays of the 
Two Leopards and the Flying Horse are excellent examples. 

Nevertheless, the objects may still be too numerous for the general Pub- 
lic and, perhaps, 过 the exhibits could be more selective and the quantity be 
reduced to about two-thirds of the present number of objects, the public 
might be more attentive and the over-all effect even more impressive. 


LANTIAN MAN  . 

IThe model bust of Lantian Man and the burnt bone and stone used by 
Peking Man may be more anthropological rather than archaeological. The 
”pottery objects (4000-2000 B.C.) are in surprisingly good condition 
and, in general, are in much better condition than the later stone, bronze 
and porcelain artifacts. The jade pieces from the jade suit of the Han DYy- 
masty Seem to be composed of two kinds: The original and miore modern 
Pieces. 

Whereas the quality of certain art objects cannot match those in the 
Palace Museum in Taipei and some superior species can Perhaps be found 
among the permanent disblay on the second floor of the Nelson, the jade 
suit, among others, is perhaps the unique item in the exhibition; the work 
involved in linking the cornefs of every jade sqtare with gold thread is in- 
deed remarkable and adiiifable:The three pottery actors and dancers 
(L4th centufy, Yuan Dynasty) attracted many a viewer's eye. These lively 


figures are truly representative of folk art: Neither soOphisticated nor pre- 


sumptuous，just simnple and lovable. 


二 HANDICAPS 
For those who have had little exposure to either Chinese language or 
Chinese history, there are Understandable handicaps in the appreciation of 


Imany of the displays. For example, there was a Ch'in Dynasty (221-207 
B.C.) that was responsible for the killing of Imany scholars and for the 
building of the Great Wall; it should not be confused with the Ching Dy- 
nasty (1644-1911 A.D.)，which was the last imberial dynasty before the 
first republic in Asia (the Republic of China) was founded， 

In addition, some of the English translations were incorrect. There was 
Shown on a display board a“Chu Dynasty”during the Warring States 
Period (475-221 B.C.) because the distinction between a dynasty and a 
kingdom was overlooked; it should have read “The 上 Kingdom of Chu.” 

Despite these minor drawbacks, the exhibition'is nevertheless a Success 
and has faithfully served as a medium of. cultural exchange. True art， 
which can be best defined as that which can be enjoyed by the common 
people and appreciated by the experts, is independent of both politics and 
religion. It is of interest to note tht，although Confucius is being de- 

_nounced presently in Mainland China, the influence of Confucius's teach-

Oblecf of Disdain In H.K.

HONG KONG 一 Chinese par- 
ents like to show off with pride 
when their children in colleges 
in the United States complete 
their studies or achieve some 
Scholastic honors. This is also the 
feeling of parents living in the 
Chinatowns Or elsewhere in the 
United States. But such enthusi- 
asm is not shared by British o 人 fi- 
cialdom in Hong Kong，because 
they think a degree given by an 
American college is a far cry from 
one granted by a British univer- 
sity anywhere in the Common- 
wealjth . 

A former registrar of the Uni- 
Versity of Hong 玉 ong named B. 
Mellor wrote a pamphlet some 
years ago on “The American 
Degree”in which he described 
some American colleges as not on 
apar with universities in Britain， 
and implied that an American 


degree Was not as good as 8a - 


British one. 
UPPISH 

In any event, the American Uni- 
Versity System on the basis of 
credits and teachers with Ameri- 
can degrees are looked upon with 
disdain in colonial educational 
circles here. It is therefore under- 
standable that the Hong 天 ong 
Baptist College，established on 
the pattern of a small American 
college, is unable to get any gov- 
ernment subsidy after prolonged 
clamor for heljp，which is un- 
precedented in the annals of 
pubjlic relations in this uppish 
British crown colony、. 

No stone is left unturned by 
this_ college in seeking govern- 
ment Support. One sure-fire ap- 
proach was through the South 
China Morning Post and Hong 
Kong Standard, the two morning 
newspapers in the English lan- 
guage，which are surely read by 
government officials，Some re- 
porters of these two dailies took 
courses in the Baptist College 
and are doing their best to beat 
the drums for their alma mater. 
Radio and television come in for a 
full share of the trumpeting di- 
rected by the College's depart- 
ment of communication . 

There are also “letters to the 
editors” from time to time by 
faculty members of the school， 
administrative staffers， alumni 
and other Supporters Urging the 
government to unloose its purse 
strings. 

Hence the college has been in 


the spotlight over the years with- : 


out，however，getting anywhere 
apart fom a government loan of 
HK $1.2 million to tide over tem- 
porary financial stringency- 
_FIGHTING 

In a recent fighting Speech be- 
fore the Y's Men's Club of Hong 
Kong, the college president，Dr. 
C. W. Daniel, said:“The amount 
of money we have asked the 
government is SO small that 这 is 
less than five per cent of what has 
been appropriated to _ the two 
universities this year，The gov- 
ernment reply was that its com-

PEKING 一 Nine counties and 
districts and 50 communes on 
this city's outskirts have set up 
294 weather stations in recent 
years to disperse hail-carrying 
cloud formations with explosives. 

Scientific workers from Peking 
worked in the villages during the 
storm months to make detailed 
observations and review local 
meteorological data accumulated 
Over the past ten years，They 
were able to derive general pat- 
terns of hail formation in the area 


andto work out methods for more 
accurate forecasting. 

The fireworks were made by 
Scientific workers from the city 
and by the jlocal peasants. The 
fireworks explode at a height of 
500 meters. Plastic rockets havea 
maximum range of around 3,000 
Ineters. 

Hailstorms generally occur 18 
times a year，between April and 
September，in the mountainous
